The Scheme, indeed, has long been in my Head, 
and was intended at firſt in Favour only of the 
eabliſhed Clergy : But upon conſidering the Matter 
toſely, I found it would be better to make the Plan 
miverſal, and defend the Prieſts of the HoTTzxTorTs, 
the Canapans, and other polite Nations, in ſhort of 
the whole World, at the Tame Time.

(which truly are not a few) who have the Preſump- 
ton to think that their whole Fortunes are not to 
de at the Diſpoſal of their ſpiritual Directors, and 
ho are ſo profane as to rank Gentlemen inveſted 
with the ſacred Character in the ſame Order with 
liemſelves 3 to imagine that a Prieſt and a Layman 
day be Brothers, and have mutual Obligations to 
uch other. But how monſtrous and abſurd theſe 
Opinions are, will appear in the Sequel of this Diſ- 
courſe.

And here Gentlemen, to prevent a Miſunderſtand- 
ug between me, the Orator of this Night, and you 
ny Auditors, it will be proper in the firſt Place, 
cording to the laudable Cuſtom of all diſcreet 15 of 
Preachers, to explain ſome of the principal Terms, $i 
wich I ſhall have Occaſion to make uſe in the Courſe 
| my Lecture. 

The moſt obvious of theſe is Prieftcraft ; a Word 
umpounded of two Monoſyllables, both of them, 
lam not miſtaken, as ſignificant as any in the 
Ix6L15s Language. I muſt conſider them ſepa- 
tely, in their primitive and fimple Acceptations, 
before ! pretend to give their full and perfect Mean» 
0s, as they ſtand joined together. 
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A Pricſt is a Perſon deputed by any Object o 
religious Worſhip, or (which indeed is almoſt the only 
Proof of a Deputation) elected by any Society of De 
votees, to be a Sort of Mediator between the Parties 
thus deputing and electing. On the Part of the Su 
perior Being he has the free Right of a privy Coun 
ſellor, the Privilege of addreſſing him in behalt of 
his Clients, and of declaring and explaining his Will 
in all important Points. On the Part of Man, the 
Client, he has a Right of governing his Intellea; 
directing his Paſſions, preventing his Enquiries 
preſcribing to him in all ſpiritual Things, and tak 
ing a Share with him of all temporal ones, without 
being expoſed to the Fatigue and bodily Toil by 
which they are uſually acquired. 

I fay ©* deputed by any Object of religious Wor 
ſhip,” becaule I rake the Word Prieſt, as | befor 
declared, in the moſt univerſal Senſe, includin 
therein as much the Bramins and Bonzes of EAI 
INDIA, as the ſeveral Orders of EuxorE: For whic! 
Reaſon I could not, with any Propriety, ſay b 
ed by the Supreme Being; “ ſince *tis well l;nowa tha 
He is not always the immediate Object of rel:9100

detrimental ſuch a Freedom is likely to prove.

What I have to offer may be divided into two ge- 
neral Parts, each of which will naturally ſeparate into 
ſeveral Subdiviſions. In the firſt Place, I ſhall prove 
the real and unalienable Dignity of the Prieſthood : 
In the ſecond, I ſhall vindicate Prieſtcraft, as it has 
formerly ever been, and is at preſent practiſed, fa 
far as the Laity will permit, in all the Countries 
of the known World, 

The Dignity of the Prieſthood may be ſhewn 
from its Antiquity and continued Succeſſion ; from 
the extraordinary Manner in which it has commonly 
been imparted to the Founders of particular Orders; 
from the ſublime Titles with which is has always 
been diſtinguiſhed z from the Object about which it 
js employ'd ; from the Conſent of all Nations in the 
Maintenance of it; and from the ſuperior Qualitics 
it communicates to all who are inveſted with it. 

I begin with its Antiquity and Succeſſion, It 
might not be difficult, perhaps, to prove the Prieſt- 
hood as old as the World, were a Day or two of much 
Conlcquence in this Affair: But without ſtraining 

any Point, we find all the Offices of that Function 
performed, according to the Syſtem I have intro- 
duced, in the very Garden of EpEx. Eve our 
general Mother was the Devotee, The Perſon who 
officiated is not ſo clearly mark*d out, but that tere 
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* Room for divers Opinions concerning him: He is 
only call'd The Serpent, as we are to ſuppoſe from his 
Subtilty, which is particularly mention'd by the 
Jewisn Lawgiver. I cannot determine whether or 
no this individual Perſon be elſewhere diſtinguiſhed 
in the ſacred Writings by a proper Name; tho? our 
modern Divines ſeem to agree in Opinion, that it 
was no other than SaTAan, the Prince of Deceit 


the Interpretation: I can only ſay, that let his Name 
have been what it will, it is to me very apparent 
that he was a complete Prieſt. Conſider theſe Par- 
tculars, Firſt, He aſſumed the Right of dictating 


for her ſpiritual Advantage. Eat of this Fruit, ſays 
he, and ye ſhall be as Gods, knowing Good and Evil, 
Secondly, He afſured her of the future Conſequence 
of following his Inſtructions, in a Point which none 
but a Prieſt, or one favoured with a ſupernatural 
Intelligence, could pretend to know, when he told 
her, She ſhould not die, He deceived her it is true, 
and in that Particular ſhew*d himſelf a lying Prophet; 
which ſomewhat favours the modiſh Opinion con- 
crning him: But are we from hence to conjecture, 
that he was not of the prieſtly Order ?—Surely, No, 
—Thirdly, The Woman, who doubtleſs had a better 
Opportunity, than we can have at this Diſtance of 
Tine, of knowing who he was, immediately hearken- 
t1to all he ſaid, and thereby confeſs'd the Authority 
ot his Office, and the Dignity of his Perſon, This

rians, furniſhes us with a like uninterrupted Series in 
the Catholic Church, from St. PETER to his preſent 
Holineſs. The Hiſtories of almoſt every Nation 
are well nigh as circumſtantial in the Account 6 
their ſpiritual Princes, as of their tempora! Ones: 
So that having fix'd the Article of Antiquity, 
that of Succeſſion will admit of no Diſpute. 
In the ſecond Place, I am to take notice of the ex. 
traordinary Manner in which the Prieſthood has hen 
imparted to the Founders of particular Orders. Not 
to mention Inſtances that are well known, and which 
we all believe from our Cradles, (tho* theſe might 
afford us ſeveral curious Particulars) I ſhall confine 
myſelf to what may be ſelected from profane Hi 
ſtory : Andeven here I ſhall be very brief, touching 
only upon ſome of the moſt remarkable Examples, in 
a curſory Manner; for to trace all the Myſteries 
and Labyrinths of Prieſtcraft, in any one Fila 
bliſhment, is a Work of too great Difficulty for my 
poor Capacity and Learning. 
begin with Mirxas, the celebrated Legiſlator and 
King of CxeTEz, Who tor his great Juſtice, and the 
Prudence of his Inftitutions, is repreſented by the Ports 
as one of the internal Judges. This Prince, according 
to HomzR ©, was favourcd with the Convertation 0!

rex! himſelf, Once every nine Years, it ſeems, 
e retired into a Cave, which was called the Cave of 
Juri BK, where that Supreme of the Pagan Deities 
deſcended to retouch his Laws, One would think 
deed, that this novennual Reviſal ſhould have ren- 
red the divine Concurrence a little ſuſpected; be- 
aſe it was natural to have ſuppoſed, that the King 
if Gods and Men was able to have given a complete 
Srſtem at firſt, But thus did the antient Sages en- 
unde the Idea of themſelves, and command ſuperior 
Reverence from the People. There were Prophets, 
$orcerers, Magicians in Abundance, who could ef- 
k& very extraordinary Things, by Powers unknown 
o the Vulgar : But this was. not ſufficient for a Le- 
vilator 3 he muſt go further, and give them to un- 
drſtand, that he was not only indulged with fuper- 
tatural Viſions and Revelations, but received into 
the Confidence, Friendſhip, Familiarity of the di- 
ine Beings ; the moſt infallible Proof of which, was 
io WY tlie going often into their Company. 

* Numa PomeiLi1vs, the fecond King of Rowe, 
„e ud the Author of its antient Religion, was equally 
knſible of the divine Aſſiſtance. When the Tem- 
ple of Janus was ſhut, and all the neighbouring Na- 
tons were united in Bonds of Amity, leſt the war- 
Ike Spirit of his Romans ſhould grow wanton in 
ldleneſs, he took care to give it a ſuperſtitious Turn, 
End as he knew the Fear of the Gods could not be 
elicaciouſly implanted in the Minds of that rough 
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People, without the Intervention of ſome Miracle 
to enforce it home, he prevailed upon the Goddeſs 
OE RIA to pay him a Viſit every Night, and 
dictate to him ſuch Inſtitutions as would be moſt ac. 
ceptable to ber Brother Divinities; for each o 
whom he eſtabliſhed an Order of Prieſts, and à 
ſufficient. Number of Holidays. This kept the Peo- 
ple in Action, and made them governable ; which 
otherwiſe they would hardly have been, in a Time of 
profound Tranquility. Rosturvs , his Predeceſ- 
for, was feign'd to be tranſlated among the (ods, 
upon the Evidence of Julius Proeviys, with a 
View. as well to enhance the regal Character, and 
multiply the Objects of Superſtition, as to prevent 
an Enquiry into the Truth and Circumſtances of hi; 
private Murder. I cannot but commend one Parti- 
cular in the Conduct of Numa, that has not been 
imitated, as I remember, by any other Legiſlator 
I mean his chuſing a female Divinity, before any 
God of them all, for his Night-Companion. 

Not that EOERIA was the only one of her Scx, 
who. aſſiſted in Affairs of this Nature: For the 
Mother of Py THacorAs, my next Lawgiver, had a 
conſiderable Hand in propagating his Revelation. + 
That Philoſopher, when he came to ITaLy, made 
him a ſubterraneous Cave, in which he ſhut himſelf 
up during a whole Year, His Mother, in the 
mean Time, not only ſupply*d him with Neceſlarics, 
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Actions and Occurences of this Upper World. At 
the End of the Year forth he iſſues, all ſquallid and 
lean, declaring he had been im the infernal Regions, 
ind chere learned all that had happened fince his De- 
parturey Which he recited in Order. This gained 
tim the Attention of the Populace, who afterwards 
feceived his philoſophical and theological Lectures, as 
ing from ſome Divinity. PyTHacok as 
hereby eſtabliſhed that Reputation, which hath ſub» 
ited ever fince with ſo much Honour: And the 
Woman tis Mother, having been well inſtructed by 
lim in the great . r of OP n kept 
the Secret. 

It does not appear, Waneer, thae 5 
as the Inventor of this Cave -Inſpiration, or the 
beſt RevivoF ef it aſter Mi Nõ . He had converſ- 
ed With ZokoasST EA, who was playing the fame 
Game in PRRSI1A, and with equal Succeſs, The 
Mas tA& Religion, or Sun-Worſhip, was juſt upon 
the Brink of Ruin, occaſtoned by the Impoſture of 
the counterfeit $M8BnD1s: But ZoroASTE Rr was re- 
blved,, if poſſible, to reſtore it with Improvements, 
He bad bern a Servant of one of the Jawien Pro- 
phets ; was initiated in all their Myſteries ; had great 
Learning and Abilities, and was excellently quali- 
bed for introducing a new. Revelation; According- 
ly he retired . the 0p the moſt PL 
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and ignorant of the Worſtiippersꝭ of Mi runs ; tut 
himſelf up if x Cave, pretended to be abſtracted 
from all worldly Conſiderations, and entirely ſway'd 
by the divine Impulſe. Here he compoſed the 
Zendaveta, or Fire-kindler ; which was the Name he 
gave to his Book of Religious Inftitutions, alluding 
to its wonderful Efficacy in ana" the - ire of di. 
vine Love in the Heart, 

Me do not find indeed, in the two laſt Wien 
that the particular Mode of Inſpiration was ſpcciſied;

I am now to defend their Craft, as it has former- 
ty been, and is at preſent practiſed, in all the Parts 
of the known World. This I ſhall briefly do 
under. two Heads. Fi, By ſhewing the Nature 
of a Craft in general 3 and Secondly, By ſetting forth 
the good Effects that Prieſtcraft, in particular has

But before I enter upon theſe, I muſt ſay a Word 
or two concerning this Practice, in order to ſheu 
what it has been, and now is, The grand Article: 
of it are as follow: The keeping the Laity as gno- 
rant, and under as much Subjection as pofible:

on their own Prerogatives, Rights, and Honors: 
The introducing as much Pageantry as poſſible, to 
engage the People's Attention, and divert them 
from any dangerous Points of Speculation; ich, 
perhaps, might turn the Brains of a poor Lay man, 
and poſſibly, which is worſt of all, make him dite. 
gard his ſpiritual Guides: 'Phe eſtabliſhing as many 
pious Frauds as the Pockets of the People can 1up- 
port, by which means the otherwiſe unruly Mul- 
titude, being very poor, becomes very pal c. 
Theſe, I ſay, are ſome of the principal Articles d 
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Prieſtetuft: And among the Frauds I have menrion- 


ed, muy be reckoned, The long Catalogue of ſupetſti- 4 
tions Holidays, celebrated with public and pompous 
Feſtivals 3 Confeſſion and Abſolution; Penance; 


Purgatory 3 Limbo; the ſenſual Paradiſe” of the 
Mazoue raus; the Lake in CTA, where the 
Souls of their Infatits remain till they are pray'd out 
by the Prieſts of the Country; the Elyzium and 


Tartatrus of the Antients; the Country behind the 


Mountains, ſo much talk'd of by the Amgricans: 
Wich all the other Worlds in the Moon, and elſe- 
where, which the Prieſts have taught, and the Peo- 
ple believed: Add to theſe, the Doctrines of Relicks, 

Miracles, Apparitions, and the like; beſides the 


numberleſs Ceremonies which a Devotee muſt ſub- 


mit to, and pay for in every Country of the World, 
and a Prieſt perform, if ever the poor Penitent 
thinks of regaining his former Miſtreſs, or any Thing 
elſe which he valued in this World. Theſe are the 
Practices which I am now to defend: 05

T Prefumed, when I inſerted the ſerious Pieces at the 
End of the firſt Volume, and in a few other Places, 
that I ſhould thereby fully anſwer * my Engagement 
with the Publick, of interſperſing ſome Attempts 
of a more ſolemn and religious Nature, among the 
gay, familiar, and amorous Compoſitions, of which 
this Collection chiefly conſiſts, I thought it an Impro- 
priety, indeed, to advance any Thing farther in 


Divinity, than what might ſquare with the Senti- 


ments of thoſe Gentlemen, who, for certain obvious 
Reaſons, are the moſt likely to be my Readers, 
But you ſeem to require it of me, as a kind of Atone- 


ment for the Sins of my other Trifles, that I ſhould 


go beyond the Letter of my Promiſe in this Parti- 
cular, A divine Poem, according to you, reflects 
more Credit upon its Author, for his Choice of a 
Subject alone, than any other can do from all the 
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Ornaments he may give it. I cannot but ſubmit to 
your Opinion, which, tho? at preſent ſomewhat dif- 
ferent from mine, I am fure was always candidly and 
impartially given. 

Permit me, however, to explain my Sentiments of 
divine Poetry. To delineate the Works of Nature 
and Providence; to praiſe.the Author of all Things 
for his glorious and unalienable Perfect ions, and eſpe 
cially for his Loving-Kindneſs towards Mankind ; 
to profeſs our Dependance on him, pay our grateful 
Acknowledgment for paſt Mercies, and, humbly 
petition for a Continuance of his Fatherly Favours: 
are undoubtedly the moſt noble Exerciſes of a hu- 
man Mind, the moſt worthy Subjects of harmonious 
and elevated Diction. We cannot dwell too much 
on them in Meditation, nor ſpeak of them too often 
among our Friends. But to treat of theſe ſublime 
Matters in Verſe, unleſs both the Heart and the 
Head be fired and furniſhed in an extraordinary 
Manner, ſeems rather a profaning of what is ſacred 
by falſe or weak. Repreſentations, than a doing of 
Honour to the ſupreme Lord of the Univerſe, by 
ſuch Images of his Majeſty as may leave ſuitable 
Impreſſions on the Minds of Men. The Pſalms of 
Davin in our vulgar Verſion, when recommended 
with the Solemnity of Church-Muſick, may help 
to compoſe the Thoughts, and direct the Soul in her 
natural and habitual Channel of Devotion : But I can 
hardly think that ever the Numbers of SrERN AOL O 
and Hopk1ns, or even the Sentiments of Da v1p s 


debaſed by them, have been ſufficient alone to ratle 
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and enlarge the Mind of a ſenſible Reader, in the 
Manner he might expect from divine and ſpiritual 
Compoſitions. A Writer, who would ſpeak of God 
with becoming Dignity, in the ſublime Language 
of Verſe, ſhould have at once all the Qualifications 
of a wiſe and a good Man, and thoſe of an excellent 
Poet.

I muſt not omit it, whether you 
agree with me or no. I cannot help thinking, that 
for the Sake of appearing orthodox, I have bcen too 
ſyſtematical. It is a Fault in Poetry, methinks, 
whatever it may be in Divinity, to be nice and par- 
ticular in our Diſtinctions and Deſcriptions of the 
Divine Nature, which we all confeſs to be indiviſible 
and incomprehenſible. The Goodneſs, Truth, Im- 
mutability, Wiſdom, Eternity, and Omnipotence 
of God, with all his other manifeſt and neceſſary 
Attributes, open each of them an immeaſurable 
Field to ſacred Poeſy; in which ſhe may yet wander 
with ſome Degree of Certainty, directed by our juſt, 
tho? limited Ideas of thoſe divine Perfections: But 
when ſhe aims her Flight among thoſe inconceivable 
Myſteries, of which we can have no adequate No- 
tions in this State of Obſcurity; what can ſhe expect 
but the Fate of thoſe hardy Dogmatiſts, whoſe
